Sheppers: Don't Walk Yourself To Death 


The Florida Highway Patrol 
today warned holiday shoppers 
against “walking yourself” to 
death in traffic this Christmas 
season; 

National figures show that 
half or more of all pedestrian 
accidents happen where there is 
no traffic control signal, and pa- 
trol statistics show it is no dif- 
ferent from that in Florida. 
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“Pedestrians are particularly 
careless at Christmas time,” de- 
clared Patrol Comdr. Н. М. 
Kirkman. “How they can expect 
to stay alive when they are so 
preoccupied with shopping and 
holiday plans, and their vision 
so blocked by piles of packages 
that they cross the streets with- 
out looking for oncoming cars? 

“I want to urge every pedes- 


trian to stay alive this Christ- 
mas season by staying alert to 
the dangers of traffic,” Kirk- 
man said. 

He also repeated the warn- 
ings that 136 people died on 
Florida’s streets and highways 
last December, and said the fig- 
ure will be high again this year, 
“unless we all work hard to 
hold it down.”
